Section 1. The Select nnd Common Councils

of the city of Philadelphia do ordain, That the
Major of Philadelphia be and he is hereby
auUioiized to borrow at not less than par, on
the credit of the city, two million one hundred
and twenty-tw- o tbou6and dollars for the further
exteuHou of the H atcr Y orks. i or which inte
rest not to exceed the rate of six per cent, per
annum, shall be paid half-yearl- on the first
days oi January ana July, at the olllce of the
City Treasurer.

certificates therefor, In the usual form of the
certificates of city load, shall be issued in such
amounts as the lenders may require, but not for
any fractional part of one huudred dollars, or.
